I have marveled sometimes in far-off lands—in Germany possibly or in 
Switzerland, surrounded by strangers; I have awoke in the middle of the 
night and, seeking the Lord, [ have found that He was not absent. It 
has been so throughout my life. It has made no difference where I was 
or what my surroundings, God was always present. And more abun- 
dantly is He present with the Latter-day Saints where they are gathered 
together as they are in these mountains, because here are many that are 
united. He is not in the presence of those who are pulling apart who are 
dissatisfied, who grumble and complain, and who find fault with God and 

His organization. He is not with men of this class. They do not awake 

in the night and find Him present. But where the spirit of perfect har- 

mony rests in the heart of the creature—harmony with the organisation 

that God has instituted, not with some other organization—then the 

Spirit of God flows freely to the individual. This is your experience as 

well as mine. His eyes are never closed. He is constantly watching oyer 

His people, by His Spirit and by His messengers. 

What manner of people, therefore, ought we to be? Now; I do not 
speak unto those who have no obligation resting upon them; but I speak 
unto that class of men and women who have gathered out of Babylon and 
have taken upon themselves the name of Christ, and of whom it may be 
said, “by the water ye keep the commandment; by the Spirit ye are justi- 
fied, and by the blood ye are sanctified.”

No, not, 
one of all the hosts of the sons and daughters of our Father can, come. and 
enlighten your ininds in relation to this principle; for they know it not. 
It is by the water that we obey the commandment, and testify before 
angels, and men that we are obedient to that which our Father bas 2 5 
of us. I testify that we are that people that have shown to our Father 
that we do obey the commandment, because we have entered inte to 
waters of baptism. We have entered in at the door, by which we 
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approach the ‘throne of grace in ithe direct road that leads to it. In no 
other way can we approach Him only through this strait and narrow 
way of obedience to this commandment. 

Brethren and sisters, is this your situation? Are you a people that ber 
shown your obedience through receiving and acting upon this principle? 
If you are, and are walking on this road to heaven, then by the Spirit vou 
are justified. How can a man be justified by the Spirit! I can give you 
my views in relation to this. We are justified by the Spirit because.we 
have entered in at the door. The Spirit of God,—who has seen it! I 
havé not. But I have felt it. What is it like? Io ini in the form of a per- 
sonage! The Spirit of God, according to my understanding, is not a per- 
sonage of tabernacle. But it is a spirit—the spirit of life. If you, could 
see every living thing by the spirit that is in man, you would see it full of 
the Bpirit of God.. It is in man, it is in beast, it is in the vegetation; in 
fact, it is in all that God has created. It is in all, and through all; and 
everything exists by it. If it were not for this spirit, death — step 
in. But it is life. Now, when men and women take upon themselves the 
responsibility of baptism, they are then in a way to receive the imposition 
of hands for the reception of that Spirit. It comes upon them and abides 
with them, through the laying on of hands, and it operates on the spirit 
in them. Now, what is it given us for? This spirit, by which we are 
justified, and which Jeads us into all truth, is given to us for the grand 
purpose of our exaltation in the ee our Father.

Jows MoCanry is a hunter of renown in the north central pest: 6 u. 
territory, and by his rifle, trap, and dogs has for several years managed 
to secure for himself a livelihood of profit. Yesterday, he presented for the 
public inspection a genuine mummy, found by him in a cliff. dwelling on 
the Verde River, about a dozen miles north of the mouth of the East Verde. 

The region is one of the roughest known in Arizona, yet along the river 
up under the cliffs on either side of the valley are to be found many 
evidences of the prehistoric cliff-dwellers. Into one of these cliff-dwellings 
a couple of years ago came McCarty, drawn by curiosity. One of the 
rooms looked smaller than the outside walls seemed to warrant. The 
interior wall next to the cliff, when struck with a pick from the inside, 
‘sounded hollow, and a few blows made an opening into a sealed up crypt. | 
In this was found the mummy. 

It had evidently been propped up in a sitting position against the wall, 
though there were indications that the cliff-dweller of long ago had been 
‘walled up alive and left there to die of starvation or suffocation, By the 
side of the drawn up mummy were found several: broken pottery bowls | 
and a stone axe, and in the vault were picked up a dozen obsidian and 
flint arrowheads, several of them of exceptional size and of rare workman- 
ship." The mummy, which weighs about twenty-one pounds, was taken 
away by the finder on an Indian litter. 

“The mummy was seen by a reporter where it was on exhibition’ in a 
little tent at Five Points. It’s the genuine article. It is of & male, 7 feet 
7 inches in height. What the color was in life is not known; at present it 
is Hke dried beef, black. The skin in several places is broken away, leaving 
bones visible. The arms are of extraordinary length and the fingers almost 
apelike i in * The trunk is perfect, the skin entire across i. 
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In the skull, however, lies the element of greatest interest. The forma- 
tion is entirely different from that typical of the ancient dwellers in the 
valleys of Arizona. The valley dwellers were Toltec, of almost Caucasian 
features, The skull of this mummy, with forebead retreating from the 
nose and large rear development, is of the Aztec type. The teeth are 
entire and well preserved and protrude, as in the canine tribe. 

The mummy is the first that has ever been found in the cliff-dwellings 
of Arizona, though a number have been reported from the Sierra Madre 
Mountains of Chihuahua. It is of undoubted au thenticity and antiquity, 
and is therefore of the most decided value as an acquisition to ethnological 
science.—Pheanix (Arizona) Republican.

The thermometer was invented by Galileo at some time prior to 1611, and was devel- 
Alcohol 
was the liquid employed. But no means of comparing observations made with thermom- 
eters containing different fluids and of different manufacture were possible until Fahren- 
heit adopted a graduation between two fixed temperatures. For the zero Fahrenheit 
adopted the lowest temperature observed by him in the winter of 1709, and for his upper 
fixed point he took the temperature of the body and marked it 98 degrees. By this sys- 
tem of counting the temperature of melting ice became 32 degrees and the boiling point 
of water 2 degrees. About: 1730 the melting point of ice and the boiling point of 
water were first used as the fixed points of thermometric scale. In the Reaumur ther- 
mometer the space between these points is divided into 80 equal parts, the zero being at 
freezing. In the centigrade thermometer, largely used on the Continent and in scientific 
investigations, the space between the freezing and boiling points is divided into 100 equal 
parts, freezing point being tero and the boiling point 100 degrees. For extreme degrees 
of cold, thermometers filled with spirits of wine must be employed, as that liquid will 
endure any amount of cold, while mercury freezes at 39 degrees below zero on the Fahren- 
heit scale. On the other hand, spirits of wine is not adapted to high temperatures, as it

The-object of the grant is to aid in the recla- 
mation of arid tracts, and the law provides that the Secretary of the Interior, at. Wash- 
ington, with the approval of the President of the United States may contract with each 
state having desert lands within its boundaries to donate a patent to an amount of land 
not exceeding one million acres, on condition that the state shall within ten years after 
receiving the patent cause twenty acres of each quarter section to be irrigated, ro- 
under the desert land laws. The state can dispose of the grant to citizens under such 
regulations as the Legislature may provide, and it is to induce that body to take the 
proper steps to secure the benefits of this act that the discussion is being agitated. 
Any surplus money obtained from the sale of lands by the state is to be used for reclaim- 
ing other tracts, and in this way it is thought all of the available land will be settled 
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
